Franz Krombholz 

In his CV from his SS officer’s file from the Berlin Document Center, Krombholz 
indicated that he was assigned to the SS Division Piinz Eugen and was involved in 
“cleansing” operations beginning in January 1943. These operations were a part of 
Operation Black, which was an anti-partisan operation conducted by the SS Division 
Prinz Eugen Division in which whole villages were burned and the inhabitants 
slaughtered. 
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
